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family in the presidential race as an independent candidate that the first phase of his campaign is over that 
he will soon be off to meet leaders in israel egypt west germany france and britain while the republicans are 
holding their convention in detroit and that he thinks he can win more from bob jameson giving the go sign to 
a room packed with young supporters anderson said he is in the race to stay i now believe that an 
independent can win and today i am formally announcing my candidacy that belief anderson said is based on 
the money and support he has attracted in the nine weeks since he quit the republican race we have 
qualified for the ballot in every state whose deadline has passed since my announcement on the 24th of april 
despite the efforts of the democratic national committee to keep me off the ballot so far anderson is officially 
on the ballot in only five states he has gathered enough signatures to qualify in five others but predicts he will 
be on the ballot in almost every state as an independent anderson has no access to federal money he has 
raised more than three million dollars on his own it is coming in twice as fast as it did when he was a 
republican candidate but even at that rate anderson will fall short of his 15 million dollar goal anderson 
rejected the notion his campaign is not yet off the ground and will only help elect ronald reagan the polls to 
date indicate that within a percentage point or two i clearly would draw equally from ronald reagan and from 
president carter historically the american people have rejected a spoiler candidate anderson now plans to 
announce a series of specific programs on the economy energy and foreign policy next week he flies to the 
middle east and europe to meet heads of government there bob jameson nbc news miami today where last 
may there were three days of rioting and 18 people were killed kennedy talked to a crowd in the street 
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kennedy talked to a crowd in the street held a meeting with community leaders then he went to miami beach 
to a convention of the naacp and made a speech here's a report from bob kerr until now kennedy has 
refused to say whether he would support president carter in the general election but today the senator 
outlined the way he could if the economic programs that were taken to deal effectively with the recession 
now and those were meaningful programs could i uh support mr carter but at the naacp convention kennedy 
made it clear that for now he remains opposed to jimmy carter and ronald reagan we must stand against the 
forces of reaganism now seeking to replace affirmative action with negative reaction and we must stand 
against the apostles of pessimism in the democratic party now summoning us to settle for a lesser life in a 
lesser land two days from now president carter will be here to make a speech and kennedy was less than 
conciliatory in offering advice he can make the same promises he did in 1976 because none of them have 
been used out yet kennedy also visited miami's liberty city neighborhood scene of last month's riots right 
when jimmy carter came here some people threw things at his motorcade kennedy's aides called the 
senator's friendly reception a good comparison bob kerr nbc news with the kennedy campaign in miami 
president carter was working in california today doing some politicking and attacking ronald reagan judy 
woodruff has that story the first person to greet the president here in california was a former rival

here in california was a former rival governor jerry brown brown has not endorsed mr carter for the 
democratic nomination but said today he thinks the president has a chance to beat ronald reagan in 
november carter came to speak to the national education association a powerful teachers group which has 
been among his strongest supporters he used the opportunity to separate himself from reagan first by 
praising the equal rights amendment which reagan wants cut out of the republican party platform then by 
denouncing the large tax cut reagan proposed last week it would reward the wealthy it would mean a 
wholesale retreat from the painful process that we've made over the last several months to reduce inflation 
and reduce interest rates you all know that this kind of hasty offer can only be called by one word and that's 
irresponsible and we will not stand for it carter aides say reagan scored a major victory last week with his tax 
cut proposal they are hoping to take some of the shine off of it by portraying reagan as irresponsible but they 
concede they were caught off guard judy woodruff nbc news los angeles reagan was in sunny mexico on 
vacation while all that was going on his office in washington issued a statement calling for an end to 
president carter's embargo on grain sales to the soviet union reagan said the embargo has hubbled 
american farmers and had virtually no impact on the soviet good evening and happy independence day on 
the 204th birthday of the united states president carter spent the day politicking from coast to coast he'll be in 
miami later today and at home in georgia tonight he began the fourth in california talking about the hostages 
in iran he has no hope for their quick release and about his embargo on grain sales to the soviet union john 
palmer is traveling with the president 
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mr carter came to california's san joaquin valley primarily in search of votes he came here to the community 
of merced for what was built by the white house as a non-political town meeting mr carter does not have 
much of a political base in california and now faces a very hard fight against ronald reagan this fall during the 
hour-long town meeting mr carter told the residents of this farming area he will not lift the grain embargo 
against the soviet union which reagan says he should unless moscow makes some tangible move to 
withdraw its troops from afghanistan i think we ought to punish the soviet union for the invasion and convince 
them that aggression in this world does not pay and i would like to remind you that everything we have done 
against this service is effective but it's peaceful in nature on iran the president said he couldn't say when the 
american hostages will be coming home but added i believe they will be coming home safely mr carter said 
he's doing all he can to win freedom for the hostages but that the united states won't be brought to its knees 
and vague he had this to say about iranian leadership they are fanatics some of them they're terrorists some 
of them they're irresponsible a large number of them and the president said just this morning he had made 
contacts to establish new channels of communication with iranian leaders later white house aide said this 
was routine and should not be viewed with any degree of optimism mr carter could offer no hope that the 
hostage crisis is any closer to a solution now than when it began eight months ago john palmer nbc news 
with the president in california special segment small business big planes [Music] good evening the 
preliminaries have begun at the 1980 republican convention in detroit the platform hearings began this 
morning and almost immediately there was discord over what position the republican party should take on 
the equal rights 
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should take on the equal rights amendment in every platform since 1940 the gop has supported equal rights 
for women ronald reagan the certain nominee of the party is not against equal rights but he is against the 
constitutional amendment enforcing it and that's what started the trouble today douglas kiker reports the 
committee on resolutions will come to order chairman john tower barely had time to gavel the platform 
resolutions committee to order this morning before the single most controversial issue the committee must 
deal with surfaced the equal rights amendment michigan governor william milliken in his welcoming remarks 
said a failure to support era could cost republicans votes make no mistake about it it is not enough to make a 
broad general statement saying we support equal rights without an endorsement of the amendment itself that 
brought supporters of era to their feet in the spectator section while opponents sat silently by the republicans 
have endorsed equal rights in their party platform since 1940 but this year ronald reagan says he's against 


the amendment and it could end up in a fight on the convention floor the platform committee with 106 
members is split three ways among those who want an er a plank those who want to compromise and those 
who suggest the party just forget the whole thing i think that we ought to avoid divisiveness on this issue and 
i think the best way to do it just drop it committee members spent the rest of the morning listening to a lineup 
of prominent republicans arthur burns former chairman of the federal reserve board who told them the 
national economy is going from bad to worse and former defense secretary donald rumsfeld who drew 
applause when he declared a new military draft is unnecessary we do not need to use a draft system to to 
attract and retain the people that the united states needs for the present 
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the united states needs for the present period in the armed forces in the united states now the committee will 
settle down to work for the rest of this week and try to come up with a generally conservative platform that 
will satisfy everybody in the republican party but that's going to be difficult if not impossible to do when it 
comes to the era douglas kiker nbc news detroit ronald reagan was in california he said he can live with an 
endorsement of era in the republican platform but that he won't necessarily campaign for it because he does 
not see era as a live or die issue i will run on the republican platform but that does not necessarily mean that 
you run on every single plank of that platform because i don't think you could ever find a convention or a 
party uh that would be in that much agreement and i don't believe that this is one of the uh liver die issues in 
trying to resolve the problems in the united states today while the republicans were gathering in detroit the 
republican now running for president as an independent john anderson is off to europe and the middle east 
he left today anderson will visit five countries to meet the leaders he said and to get their views a report from 
bob jameson anderson left the country today hoping he would have more effect here during the republican 
convention than if he had stayed home he is gambling 10 of the money he has raised and a dozen precious 
days he would otherwise spend trying to get his name on the ballot half his time will be spent in the middle 
east to try to show he is more experienced in foreign policy than ronald reagan and to point out what he says 
are carter administration failings in israel where he may still see prime minister bacon despite bacon's recent 
heart attack anderson will try to strengthen his appeal to jewish voters he will stay in jerusalem where he 
says he would put the u.s embassy if elected president in egypt anderson will meet president sadat saturday 
and will stress his belief that the administration bungled recent negotiations then germany anderson will visit 
west berlin where he served in the foreign service he meets chancellor schmidt monday the 
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he meets chancellor schmidt monday the opening day of the gop convention anderson will spend a day and 
a half in france but so far president xigard has not agreed to meet him the trip ends in england prime minister 
thatcher meets anderson on july 17th the final day of the republican convention these exchanges will be a 
central part of my effort to define a prudent foreign policy over the course of the campaign however high his 
hopes for this trip anderson is traveling in a style befitting his modestly financed long shot campaign unable 
to charter a big american plane anderson is traveling aboard a small jetliner from cut rate icelandic air bomb 
jamison nbc news at baltimore washington airport the republican platform builders in detroit produced two 
planks at their hearings today which will please some women but infuriate others they voted to end the 
republican party's 40 years of support for the equal rights amendment and then adopted a platform position 
calling for an amendment to the constitution which would prohibit abortions both positions in harmony with 
the beliefs of ronald reagan douglas kiker has the details everybody knew who had the vote so the human 
resources subcommittee dealt with the era issue in short order first john leopold of hawaii moved to reaffirm 
republican party support for ratification of the equal rights amendment and not permit the party to retreat from 
the position taken in the 1976 party platform it will be interpreted by the broad majority of the people this 
country who as you know support this amendment as a retreat from a support for equal rights for everyone 
members of the subcommittee listened politely then voted overwhelmingly eleven to four to do just that 
abandoned support of the era marilyn thayer i donald white after some mild debate the subcommittee then 
voted to reaffirm republican party support for equal rights for women but to leave the matter of era ratification 
up to the individual states the state should be allowed to make their ratification decisions without 
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their ratification decisions without influence from the federal level the amendment was approved by a vote of 
14 to 1. this afternoon as expected the subcommittee again overwhelmingly approved a resolution 
supporting the effort to pass a constitutional amendment banning abortion both issues era and abortion now 
will come before the full platform committee era supporters say the membership on this subcommittee was 
stacked against them now they say they will fight in the full committee to take the era issue to the convention 
floor but they may not have the necessary votes even to do that douglas kiker nbc news detroit the 
republicans also were dealing with the foreign policy parts of their 1980 platform and we have a new 
correspondent assigned to that story marvin calve who had a long and distinguished career at cbs news as 
its diplomatic correspondent has joined nbc news in the same capacity we are happy to say so here is 
marvin kelp's first report for nightly news from detroit on the foreign policy aspects of the republican platform 
the republicans blasted the administration's foreign policy and boasted that when not if they are elected they 
will increase defense spending stand up to the russians and speak with a single clear voice the man who's 
got a running jump on becoming reagan's national security adviser kept stressing one point the necessity to 
send a message to the soviet union and of course to our allies as well that the united states will be constant 
will be principled and will protect its interests the gop drumbeat was the russians are coming each ten feet 
tall and the american people had better wake up and get tough we dare not get into a come as you are war 
now or the chances are we will lose it i think we should continuously as long as soviet troops are present 
afghanistan bring up this for the united nations council and get constant resolutions condemning the soviet 
union on this issue senator jesse helms felt the gop plank ought to be stiffened in one 
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ought to be stiffened in one major respect i think we ought to make clear that uh just uh equality and defense 
capability is not enough we need to be superior and under the chairmanship of congressman jack kemp one 
of those rumored to be under consideration as reagan's running mate this subcommittee quickly did just that 
inserting the words military superiority as the ultimate aim of american policy towards the soviet union of 
course that would all cost tens of billions of new tax dollars but reagan's aides here are making a distinction 
between a plank reagan campaign zone and a policy he eventually leads marvin calvi nbc news detroit john 
anderson the independent candidate for president arrived in israel today he intends staying there for four 
days the longest stop on his five country tour anderson said again today he favors moving the american 
embassy from tel aviv to jerusalem a controversial position in some circles but anderson did say that he 
would favor that move only at the end of the peace process he also said that ways must be found to 
implement the rights of the palestinians in the area but that he opposes creation of an independent 
palestinian state there was quite an emotional moment today at a meeting of the republican national 
committee in detroit the outgoing co-chairman of the party mary dead crisp said she's afraid the gop is 
suffering from what she called serious internal sickness what prompted that remark was the action of the 
platform committee following the policies of ronald reagan of abandoning support for the equal rights 
amendment and endorsing a constitutional amendment which would prohibit abortion crisp said this would 
bury the rights of american women and only lead to reagan's defeat here's more on her story from douglas 
kiker in detroit banning of abortion i think after the committee meeting mrs crisp again told reporters she 
believes negative stands on both e.r.a and abortion could cost ronald reagan the election our opportunities to 
win are far greater 
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our opportunities to win are far greater if the republican platform stands firm behind its historic position on the 
equal rights amendment as well as a strong position on uh pro-choice in terms of abortion but the platform 
committee never got a chance to vote yes or no on a republican party endorsement of the equal rights 
amendment the amendment was offered by era supporters and delegate margaret heckles spoke in its favor 
we are asking for your symbolic support of the traditional affirmation of the equal rights amendment which 
has always occurred in this republican party since 1940 and i say so with the full awareness that each of us 


knows that there are political consequences which can flow from any action that we take then the reagan 
forces made their move quickly offering substitute wording which says simply that the party acknowledges 
the legitimate efforts of both those who support and oppose the amendment they described it as a 
compromise which should be acceptable to both sides for the sake of unity in our party i am willing to 
compromise the committee then voted 90 to 9 to approve that language and that was it such an 
overwhelming victory by era opponents that a convention floor fight on the issue is now seen as being 
unlikely later the committee voted overwhelmingly in favor of a resolution commending the effort to get an 
anti-abortion constitutional amendment douglas nbc news detroit reagan was in california this afternoon and 
reporters there asked him for comments on mary crisps attacks on his positions mary crisp says there's a 
serious sickness within the party because of the withdrawal from the traditional era position so mary crisp i 
think should look to herself and find out how loyal she's been to the republican party for quite some time 
conventions almost always provide some battles and some skirmishes and there's one going on now 
involving some hard-line conservatives in detroit and senators howard baker and richard lugar both of whom 
are on ronald reagan's little list of possible running 
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reagan's little list of possible running mates marvin calve has more on that conservatives launched a pre- 
convention attack against senators baker and luger hoping in this way to deny them a crack of the vice 
presidential nomination under many a hotel room door this morning was a copy of this tabloid produced by a 
virginia group called a conservative caucus and focusing in part on the aid luger and baker gave to an 
administration aid request for nicaragua the aid is all economic sixty percent of it going directly to private 
business the rest to a regime the conservatives feel is already communist it's luger's view for example that 
the aid may help retain a pro-american foothold there although many republicans here are concerned about 
a growing impression of disunity chairman bill brock gallantly adheres to the public line the fact is that most 
people at this convention are absolutely dedicated to a unified party and to a unified campaign because they 
know we've got to do that to win and that's the bottom line of any convention ultimately it's ronald reagan's 
choice whether he'll go with his heart and select a known conservative or go with the odds and select a 
moderate one republican politician smiled when he said you know we do have a suicidal streak marvin kalb 
nbc news detroit detroit the motor city was an unusual choice for the republicans they were in kansas city 
last time in miami beach before that detroit is an industrial town with a large minority population inner city 
troubles and a lot of blue-collar workers theoretically not a congenial place for republicans but some of them 
see it as a place of opportunity tom pettit has more for republicans detroit is a dream that reagan can get 
democratic stalwarts to switch over to him republican delegates are predominantly white and middle class 
detroit is predominantly black and working 
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to help carter keep blue-collar workers the afl-cio will go all out among its 13 million or more members detroit 
has been the labor city of america since the auto industry was unionized in the 30s and 40s democratic 
candidates are pilgrims to detroit mr knrushchev respects only one thing and that is power united we stand 
divided we fall the tradition of truman give him hell stevenson's liberalism now are to be challenged by 
reagan whose advisors believe he can win big blue collar blocks selection of detroit with blue collars and 
black faces was pushed by national chairman brock mayor young a democrat wanted the convention but 
thinks the blue collar theory is a bad joke symbolism will not get votes reagan domestic affairs advisor martin 
anderson i think you'll get a substantial portion of the blue collarville delegate billy munger mississippi i don't 
see how anybody realistically can believe that you could carry a detroit especially with the the number of 
black voters there and inner city voters can reagan cut in to carter's base there's no convincing evidence 
other than reagan's own gut feeling and choosing detroit so far seems to be doing more for the local 
economy than for the republican party tom pettit nbc news detroit and in other politics supporters of 
independent presidential candidate john anderson presented seventy 000 signatures in georgia today on 
petitions asking for a place on the november ballot for anderson and supporters of the presidential candidate

week as the republicans meet in detroit and the subject for the democrats today was equality of the sexes 
the rules committee of the democratic national convention dealt with rules for the representation of women 
and with the question of discrimination against homosexuals ken bode has the details by our action today we 
can give a resounding answer to the republican party that's meeting in my home city this was the day for the 
democrats to distinguish themselves from the republicans era is out of the platform in detroit today the 
democrats went the other way they adopted what they call equal division the same number of men and 
women at all future conventions on all state committees commissions etc voting on these issues was almost 
unanimous the amendment is agreed to then came the motion to include homosexuals in the list of groups 
the democrats promised not to discriminate against we are members of every racial and ethnic group we are 
black and white we're latinos we're asians some of us are members of every religion some of us are 
republicans i don't see the need for the issue before the convention and i think that we should take the sex 
out of politics and certainly the convention despite opposition that motion also passed but on any issue with 
potential to affect the nomination both sides dug in no movement either way and carter won them all there's 
been a lot of talk about conciliation at the rules committee here today but not much of it there's a month left 
to patch things up but right now the spirit of party solidarity between the kennedy and carter folks is 
unimpressive ken bodie nbc news at the democratic rules committee in washington candidate john anderson 
is in jerusalem a newspaper there said jordan's king hussein has refused to meet anderson because 
anderson plans to tour arab east jerusalem which is claimed by 
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arab east jerusalem which is claimed by israel anderson did meet israeli opposition leaders today including 
labour party leader shimon peres paris said anderson listened and asked questions paris said he told 
anderson the labour party stands with the begin government on retaining control over east jerusalem later 
anderson said the united states supplying of arms to arab countries should include the condition that they 
cooperate in reaching peace republicans here in detroit are saying little about the hostages who are now 
incidentally in their 251st day of captivity the platform contains no specific suggestions on how to secure their 
release but that doesn't mean the republicans aren't thinking about the issue marvin cal reports the 
republicans are itching to turn the hostage crisis against the administration but they have no bright ideas 
about how to do that and any mistake or misspoken word could backfire politically so they are left with 
impatient criticism the administration has botched it so bad that we're left with very few options perhaps no 
options i think the american people are losing their patience with the lack of activity in this regard and um no 
proper diplomacy could be effective if it is done in a fishbowl it must i think be done with the type of credibility 
that i believe very honestly that governor reagan will bring to the presidency well i don't think our policy 
toward iran or our feeling toward iran should be turned on and off again in a flip-flop or zigzag way clearly 
republican leaders consider the hostage crisis so sensitive they don't want to try to exploit it at this time 
unless they're sure their effort will succeed they remember how senator kennedy once criticized the 
president on iran and got burned and they don't want their man to run the same risk marvin calve nbc news

republicans are floating some of the rumors in an effort to keep up the suspense over who's going to be 
ronald reagan's running mate when nevada senator paul laxalt arrived in detroit at noon today he was the hot 
new favorite and that story only started yesterday black salt played it down i think the matter of my being 
selected is a remote i really feel that way lexo thinks reagan will wait until the last minute to pick a running 
mate says he will stay out of the evaluations now being made on the list of possibilities detroit is filling up 
now and in hallway caucuses among early arriving delegates and in press rooms and bars all over the city 
about all people are talking about here is who's also running everybody has a candidate and an airtight 
theory on why he can't miss the case for howard baker rests on the idea that he would help broaden 
reagan's appeal beyond the conservative core which is about to nominate him baker knows much more 
about washington and foreign policy than reagan does and is well equipped to take over if something should 
happen to reagan the case against baker is simply that the republican right wing can't stand him they call him 
a closet liberal and are actively trying to block his selection it's likely that reagan will go elsewhere to avoid 
the uproar that choosing baker would bring most of those who hate baker love jack kemp the new york 
congressman has been prominent here all week helping to shape the tone of this convention a lot of right 
wingers see him as their

a lot of right wingers see him as their future leader but some senior reagan advisers believe kemp needs 
more seasoning in judgment and image before he can become a serious contender if it's neither baker nor 
kemp the compromise may be richard luger who used to be baker's campaign chairman he has 
administrative experience and would probably be acceptable to conservatives but some believe the reagan 
people don't want someone who doesn't have built-in public recognition and they'd have to go around the 
country explaining who richard luger is that wouldn't happen with george bush he ran against reagan long 
enough and hard enough to become well-known he's got old links with the party regulars and did well in 
areas where reagan did not there's still some bruises left over from the campaign but bush appears to have 
fewer points against him than the others the dark horse in the crowd may be donald rumsfeld once a stalwart 
in gerald ford's administration now a chicago executive he's a good administrator and an adequate 
campaigner the questions about rumsfeld or whether his ties to republican big business are too close and 
whether he's too ambitious to fit in playing second fiddle to reagan or it could be none of the above but 
everything this convention has done so far has been a turn to the right and the chances are that reagan will 
also turn that way for a running mate steve delaney nbc news detroit here in detroit today the head of the 
united auto workers a union traditionally allied with the democrats said there's a notable increase of support 
for ronald reagan among rank-and-file auto workers maybe not a permanent shift but one that is tied to the 
rise in unemployment jim cummins covered the story union leaders say support for ronald reagan among 
auto workers is growing as fast as the unemployment lines there's a absolute correlation between the high 
unemployment and and the movement toward toward reagan to capitalize on that a group of republicans 
mostly conservatives invited united auto worker leaders to a breakfast meeting union president fraser came 
out and said he does not think the trend toward reagan 
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reagan will last until november i don't really know whether or not our members know who ronald reagan is 
and that's why this movement toward reagan i don't know how permanent it is but the republicans said this is 
the start of a new relationship with the union leaders we're really not that far apart i think if they take a look at 
us and we take a look at them we'll find many more areas of agreement than disagreement the congressman 
then told members of their platform committee about the meeting and urged them to strengthen their 
commitment to labor we want the working men and women in detroit and all across this country to know that 
we're concerned about their problems the republicans are not expecting the uaw to endorse reagan but they 
are hoping leaders of the big union will decide to remain neutral and not pressure their auto workers to vote 
for the president jim cummins nbc news detroit the main point of controversy among the republicans here 
remains the decision of the platform committee to reject the party's 40-year support of equal rights for 
women and to endorse a constitutional ban on abortion some era supporters here have asked for a meeting 


with ronald reagan the league of women voters criticized the platform and the woman chosen to be the new 
co-chairman of the party would not say where she stands david burnington has that story within a press 
conference of this magnitude betty heitmann president of the national federation of republican women will 
soon take over from mary crisp whose support of era made her unacceptable as the party's top woman 
leader mrs heitmann insisted no gag role had been imposed to keep her quiet concerning era and abortion i 
personally feel it would be divisive within their organization and would serve no useful purpose she defended 
the republican plank on women's rights and i think this is going beyond the amendment and specifically 
addressing some of the issues that are concerning the women in the united states but delegates who support 
era and abortion continued their opposition to

democrats are divided leaderless unseeing uncomprehending and that only the republicans can resurrect our 
dreams the democrats have been quick to respond to charges in the platform the secretary of defense was 
on television today saying calls for enormous increases in defense spending are not justified and the vice 
president said the republican plan for a tax cut would eliminate money for things like food stamps education 
and mass transit we'll make win some modest number of seats but 10 in the senate and 59 in the house are 
not modest but enormous john the formal sessions of the republican convention begin in this hall on monday 
and by then the workmen will have everything neat and tidy the trouble is with nine thousand municipal 
workers on strike the city of detroit isn't exactly neat and tidy robert hager has that story painters worked late 
into last night and by noon today they finished the welcome sign on the sg h engineering building across 
from cobo hall marie mccluskey a detroit probation officer made this doll because she wanted to add to the 
color of the event here the city of detroit is spending almost five million dollars to spruce up to 
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five million dollars to spruce up to promote and to run this convention but so far it hasn't been an easy job the 
city's host committee circulated a promotional pamphlet showing a bus full of smiling riders and a smiling 
driver but the drivers weren't smiling this week they've been picketing in sympathy with striking mechanics 
the host committee announced plans to hold classes for cab drivers with tips on how to be courteous to 
delegates but the cabbies called it a charm school and wouldn't go the classes had to be canceled detroit 
police have had their problems because of the layout of the convention area with the detroit river on one side 
and freeways on another access for delegates is limited nervous officials have told demonstrators they have 
to stay six blocks away police used a federal grant to build a half million dollar convention command post the 
deputy chief in charge said he's had his hands full it seems like all the opportunists came out of the 
woodwork on us and anything from madams wanting monopolies to people with divining rods tonight 
thousands of detroiters poured into the convention headquarters hotel for a huge party in spite of all the 
problems it looked like this city had caught convention fever robert hager nbc news detroit time nine o'clock 
central detroit city workers ratified a new three-year contract today and it ends nearly a two-week strike and 
spares the city the extra problems during the republican national convention for 12 days detroit has had no 
garbage collection or bus transportation that garbage situation as bad as it was would have gotten much 
worse as another 28 000 people convention delegates journalists and visitors started coming into the city for 
a report on some of those arrivals here's jim Cummins today the action was at the airport in detroit where the 
state delegations arrived they came from the east put it here for new jersey and they came from the west 
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and they came from the west most of them were boarding buses but a few fit the image of rich republicans 
the delegates have come here to coordinate ronald reagan and ratify the party's conservative platform but 
they are hoping for at least a little excitement well i think the most exciting thing is going to be the choice of 
the vice president the suspense as a vice presidential candidate one of the prospects senator richard luger of 
indiana also arrived here he said he wants the job has not heard from reagan's people and has a second 
choice for vice president well i've indicated all along that i thought howard baker would be the best nominee 
and that's still my my feeling former secretary of state henry kissinger showed up here today and so did his 
former boss gerald ford one of reagan's own polls shows ford is the only vice presidential prospect who 
would instantly help the ticket but ford said he's still not interested and he's not entirely satisfied with the 
party platform i am very much opposed to the withdrawal of support for the era amendment mr ford was not 
able to deliver that message to the other republicans downtown right away his limousine had a flat tire at the 
airport after some delay the former president's motorcade finally left with him riding in a more modest car 
some of his secret service agents were left behind to change the tire jim cummins nbc news detroit by the 
reagan forces details on that meeting from robert hager the rules committee meeting was barely underway 
when the reagan forces demonstrated their strength unanimously electing a reagan delegate chairman 
reagan's staff member roger moore orchestrated things from the sideline helped by a dozen colleagues one 
change they wanted to allow delegates to vote their consciences not to be bound by what voters said in the 
primaries for instance anderson and bush delegates could vote for reagan wisconsin's john shabazz argued 
against 
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wisconsin's john shabazz argued against this i don't want to encourage those delegates who have been 
chosen by law to support my candidate to go for someone else but the freedom of conscience rule passed 
easily gop national committee chairman bill brock who barely survived a move by reagan people to sack him 
some months ago had his operatives at the meeting today charles black and don sundquist tomorrow reagan 
forces will move to cut back brock's term so he could be replaced as soon as next january well i think there 
are a number of people in the reagan camp who would like to have an impact on who the national chairman 
is whether reagan wins or loses and needless to say if that's your position you'd like to be able to decide that 
immediately after the election instead of having to wait an extra year one strategist from the republican 
national committee says the reagan forces can count on the votes of at least 75 of the 106 members of the 
rules committee so clearly they can have their way on any given issue robert hager nbc news detroit nbc 
news and the associated press this week polled 1200 likely voters asking them for whom they would vote if 
the here in detroit but lavish rewards will have to come later the reagan campaign is near the federal 
spending limit in fact campaign manager william timmons is sleeping on a rollout couch in his office which 
doubles as a hotel room well at least timmins is staying near the convention site most of the delegates are 
not this is troy michigan a city about 20 miles from detroit a 45-minute drive under normal traffic conditions 
most of the delegates are staying in cities like troy only seven delegations are actually staying in detroit the 
mississippi delegation is staying here at the northfield hilton in troy mike retzer mississippi state party 
chairman is concerned about the distance from detroit i know there's going to be some congestion downtown 
clearly there's a big crowd in town with the delegates the friends visitors 
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with the delegates the friends visitors well-wishers and media we've got a big crowd going to be in joe lewis 
hall and of course we were just one of the unfortunate ones to be located on the fringe it's my understanding 
that the lucky ones are in canada actually the delegates have it good television camera crews and other 
workers assigned to the convention are staying as far away as toledo ohio 55 miles from detroit ann arbor 
michigan about 38 miles away and chatham ontario canada 50 miles away could detroit have provided more 
rooms closer to the convention site i spoke with detroit convention bureau president ron stephens many of 
the room assignments were made in canada ann arbor some as far away as toledo could detroit really 
handle the housing for a convention of this size the assignment of rooms for the news media particularly was 
made out of washington by individuals who really were not familiar with either the location or the quality of 


many of the hotels that were assigned um at the same time that persons were put in ann arbor michigan 45 
minutes away hotels in sterling heights michigan that are 25 or 30 minutes away that are high quality were 
released i think that's unfortunate but that's what happened on monday 20 000 people will converge on the 
convention center detroit has gone to great lengths to polish its image for this convention even so far as 
offering prizes to the most courteous hotel employees and what happens next week will determine whether 
detroit with all its other problems can at least emerge as a major convention city if somebody right now were 
to pick up the phone and call and say gee i'd really like to go to detroit and observe this week what would 
you tell that person pick up the phone and call the convention bureau and we'll find you a 
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convention bureau and we'll find you a room you are that sure absolutely a nice room call me saturday night 
and find out you however will have to look up the number and if you don't want to make the trip to detroit you 
could of course watch the convention on nbc that's our report tonight jane pauley will be here tomorrow i'm 
jessica savage from detroit thank you and good night from all of us at nbc news [Music] good evening from 
the joe lewis arena in detroit the republican national convention begins here tomorrow and most of the 
players are in place ronald reagan the expected presidential nominee is still at his home in los angeles he'll 
fly here monday with about 150 aids journalists and secret service men one big question remains who will be 
reagan's vice presidential choice most of the top contenders maneuvered in detroit today here's a report by 
emory king george bush was among the last of the major figures to arrive in detroit for the convention but he 
comes as one of the leading contenders for the vice presidential spot and he had hardly gotten off the plane 
before the questions began and uh i'm not going to stand here and say that that i'm disinterested i have said 
that if i was asked to do it i'd do it and that's all i want to say about it senator richard luger is openly 
campaigning for the spot he is scheduled to address the convention and today practiced his speech at 
convention hall senator paul laxalt reagan's campaign chairman and himself a leading contender said on 
face the nation former president gerald ford would be the ideal candidate i thought that a reagan ford ticket 
would be the dream ticket pursuited a little bit but found out very quickly that the situation is such that it just 
wouldn't work under no circumstances would i be the candidate for the vice presidency but reagan's chief of 
staff ed meese hinted on meet the press that reagan's final choice may not be any of the front runners he 
has deliberately said that no one is excluded because it may well be as he makes his 
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because it may well be as he makes his final decision he wants to go back and talk about someone who isn't 
under as much emphasis at the present time as some of the others that leaves among others congressman 
jack kempt increasingly popular for his work on the platform committee senator howard baker who says he 
told reagan he wasn't interested and former secretary of defense donald rumsfeld who was also practicing 
speeches today outside the convention hall the fun has started music and vendors are everywhere two 
demonstrations today though mild and a water show brought thousands detroit with a bothersome city 
worker strike finally settled is ready and has put on its best face for the republican party emery king nbc news 
detroit former president ford said again today that the presidential candidacy of representative john anderson 
an independent will probably mean the next president will be chosen by the house of representatives the 
constitution says that if no candidate gets a majority of electoral college votes then the house decides mr 
ford believes it's better than a 50 50 chance that the final choice of president will be made by the house very 
conservative members of the gop rules committee spent the day attacking the chairman of the national 
committee and his authority robert hager reports it almost got out of hand before the reagan forces took over 
reagan conservatives on the rules committee moved today to reduce the authority of party headquarters in 
washington and particularly moderate gop chairman william brock the committee voted to allow brock's next 
term to expire in january having won that one without dissent a few of the very most conservative on the 
committee tried to strip even more power from the gop chairman's job by setting up a super policy committee 
with power to speak for the party to hire and fire party staff members and set their salaries that brought on a 
lot of debate if this rule has or this proposed rule 
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if this rule has or this proposed rule change has not been run by chairman brock i think that it's a disservice 
to this committee to have his position represented by anyone as being in support of it if we're going to sit 
here today and vote for this amendment i think we're making a drastic error and are not really understanding 
the ramifications of such an amendment operatives from party headquarters on the sideline were aghast 
reagan's staff members were themselves uncertain what position to take on this for a few moments it looked 
like the super policy committee might be approved then came word from reagan's staff killed the idea and 
that's just what happened signify by saying aye the party chairman's job was left with at least some influence 
and authority tomorrow the rules committee is expected to take up the issue of presidential primaries there 
are proposals to reduce the number of primaries or shorten the primary season but at most the committee is 
expected to set up a study group to examine the issue over the next few years robert hager nbc news detroit 
the gop platform committee's 90 to 9 rejection of the equal rights amendment was unequivocal but it was not 
the last word on the issue pro-era republican women demanded and got a meeting with ronald reagan 
himself on tuesday but they're not expected to get much more as heidi shulman reports for the most part the 
reagan crowd gathering in detroit goes along with his opposition to the equal rights amendment but even 
among his staunchest supporters there are doubts about what removing era from the platform will do to the 
republican party a more moderate approach would have been better and it may lose a lot of very important 
women voters those are the kind of doubts reagan's senior staff wants to erase so they've invited era 
backers to meet privately with reagan in his hotel suite on tuesday among them congresswoman margaret 
heckler who sees no chance now to change the party platform but still wants reagan's personal commitment 
to equal rights 
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commitment to equal rights i think he was more rational than some of the members of the platform committee 
who took a very narrow rigid view i think he has to address this and it's in his interest but it's in the interest of 
the women and of the nation i don't think this is going to be a pro forma uh session i would hope that he's 
going to make some firm statements that will hopefully address women's aspirations and needs in a direct 
way i think that he can offer them the assurances that he has real concerns about their concerns and that he 
will work on their behalf even though he's chosen a different method so this is not a meeting just for show 
absolutely not despite the denials from both sides that tuesday's meeting is only window dressing there are 
no indications that reagan intends to offer the women anything new but he clearly needs to convince them 
that he's not anti-feminist so as not to give the democrats an easy issue in november heidi shulman nbc 
news detroit repudiation of the equal rights amendment was a victory for the conservative wing of the 
republican party which is winning all of the battles here nbc's ken body reports that a liberal if there is one 
here might just as well have stayed home this is the most conservative republican convention since 1964. 
still it's not conservative enough for some notably groups associated with what's known as the new right like 
the conservative caucus the caucus objects to even having henry kissinger speak to the convention they 
consider kissinger too soft on the soviets senator jesse helms the conservative from north carolina was a 
self-anointed spokesman for the right on the platform committee helms wanted to de-recognize china and 
take back the panama canal some conservatives like direct mail specialist richard vigory would like to see 
helms on the ticket with reagan i love the man but what vigory really wants to do is eliminate howard baker 
from consideration and i think other conservatives would feel betrayed because governor reagan has 
promised 
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because governor reagan has promised that he would select someone who is compatible and i can't think of 
any national figure in the republican party today that is uh disagrees more with governor reagan than howard 
baker the current issue of vigory's magazine the conservative digest carries a frontal assault on baker along 
with no fewer than six convenient postcards in each issue they express opposition to baker they're to be 
delivered to ronald reagan here in detroit richard worthlin reagan's political strategist still insists baker has 


not been eliminated by the right wing senator baker uh is uh has got a a a good record i'm sure the governor 
isn't going to be overly influenced by a postcard poll in this most critical decision the objective of the new 
right has been to narrow reagan's options on the vice presidency and evidently they've done their work quite 
well howard baker is still officially on the list of possibilities but by all estimates he's a very long shot ken 
bode nbc news detroit journalists in detroit are complaining that this is a convention virtually without 
controversy and it is but nbc's brian ross reports that among the ranks of the reagan team there is one 
controversial figure views of governor reagan on matters of foreign policy this is the man who has been 
speaking for ronald reagan this week in detroit he is richard v allen reagan's senior foreign policy advisor 
eight years ago richard allen worked as an advisor for this man robert vesco the accused swindler who has 
been a fugitive for the last seven years alan says he worked for vesco for about six months in 1972 for ten 
thousand dollars a month at the time there had been news reports about some of vesco's dealings but he 
had not yet fled the country now alan says he was naive about fesco and regrets having worked for him but 
allen says he did nothing wrong do you have met someone about whom one doesn't know very much 
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about whom one doesn't know very much at any point in one's life whether it be mao zedong nikita 
khrushchev or anyone does not constitute wrongdoing and a relationship was a business relationship so as 
we reach back eight years and been thinking about that obviously uh uh my may have done it differently or 
not even entered into that business relationship but uh why would it raise questions in 1980 allen says he 
worked for vesco's lawyer and that he had few dealings with vesco personally but copies of flight logs from 
vesco's personal jet obtained by the san francisco magazine mother jones showed that allen flew on the 
plane with vesco on one flight in june 1972 from europe to new jersey at the very same time allen was 
working at the white house as a special assistant to president nixon on international economic affairs some 
of alan's other activities during the two years he worked at the nixon white house also have been 
controversial john ehrlichman testified that richard allen was president nixon's first choice to head the white 
house plumbers unit although there is no evidence alan ever had anything to do with the plumber's unit and 
four years ago a former president of grumman aircraft thomas cheatham testified that richard allen had 
asked for an illegal one million dollar contribution from grumman for the 1972 nixon re-election campaign 
because the nixon administration was helping to push overseas sales of grumman's e-2 aircraft just sort of 
what kind of assistance were you looking for always said i think the e2 is worth about a million dollars other 
gremlin executives testified that they had no idea of what cheatham was talking about but in a phone 
interview with nbc news this week from malaysia cheatham says he stands by his story that alan asked for 
the million dollar contribution and i stand by my testimony testimony that was his testimony that was 
delivered more as a more or less as a Surprise and a bombshell to me 
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i say that that testimony is wrong and false the allegations against allen were referred to the justice 
department but no action was ever taken now allen is considered to be a leading candidate to run the 
national security council should ronald reagan be elected a spokesman for the reagan campaign said he 
doubted that the old allegations or alan's past relationship with robert vesco would in any way affect allen 
standing now on the reagan campaign staff brian ross nbc news detroit commentary by david brinkley good 
evening from the republican national convention in detroit on the day that ronald reagan flew in from 
california to claim the prize he's been seeking since 1968 his party's presidential nomination when reagan 
arrived here he took some verbal pokes at president carter and said he was impressed by the republican 
party's platform which was drafted at least partly under his supervision don oliver flew east with the reagan 
party the ronald reagan who arrived in detroit appeared relaxed and confident not really concerned that there 
is bickering within his party over equal rights abortion and his choice for a running mate only a few aides 
accompanied him most were already in detroit were no heavy strategy sessions on the plane from los 
angeles the reagan advancement had put together a welcoming crowd of several thousand at the hotel 
which will be reagan's headquarters as he awaits his nomination i dreamed that jimmy carter asked me why i 


wanted his job and i told him i didn't want his job i want to be president then reagan said there is a need for a 
crusade in this country to solve the problems of unemployment productivity and inflation which he says have 
been created by the ill-advised 
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have been created by the ill-advised programs of the carter administration and i hope that when we leave 
this city the people of michigan the people of detroit will know that in our hearts we are determined all of us 
to change this and to make america great again then reagan headed for the hotel's 70th floor and the suite of 
gerald ford for a closed door meeting to wish the former president a happy birthday the reagan forces hope 
to take the play away from their era and abortion critics not by answering charges but by going on the attack 
against jimmy carter reminding republicans here who the real opponent is don oliver nbc news detroit the 
republicans did something truly remarkable today here in joe lewis arena in detroit they got their convention 
to start on time all in all a smooth morning session everyone is curious about reagan's choice of a running 
mate some were unhappy with parts of the platform but in general a good beginning tom pettit has the 
highlights so far no one has passed out from all the excitement of the convention here in detroit but there has 
been adequate pompousness in this circumstance your basic drum and bugle car from saginaw at 1102 a.m 
eastern time we heard chairman brock we are here in the appointed place at the appointed time patriotism 
boy scout troop 879 pat boone led the pledge glenn campbell and his girlfriend tanya tucker led the star- 
spangled banner and the 32nd republican national convention was almost fully prepared to 
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convention was almost fully prepared to play ball with ronald reagan except for the very conservative 
platform which caused very liberal jacob javits of new york to comment i'm not running on a conservative 
platform the party is for the presidency and talk of george bush for vp irritated arch conservative jesse helms 
if the porter tries to be sprattled again it's not going to make it if they try to what to be sprouted like it'd be all 
things to all people one of the few black republican delegates told me that if it is anyone other than bush for 
vp the blacks will take a walk from the republican party tom pettit noc news on the convention floor if the 
delegates to this convention could choose ronald reagan's running mate they would choose george bush nbc 
news and its affiliated stations around the country have pulled delegates in all 50 states we reached more 
than three and four delegates and they tell us that george bush is the favorite of 47 of the delegates polled 
congressman jack kemp a strong second chosen by 35 senator baker third with 20 and senator lugar of 
indiana fourth with 13 support some people picked two men we also asked for negative comments and 
senator baker got more of those than any other the delegates can't really choose the running mate of course 
and reagan says he hasn't yet made up his mind here are reports on some of the contenders george bush's 
campaign for the presidential nomination officially came to an end today he met with most of his 250 
delegates in small groups thanked them released them and urged them to work for reagan's election but the 
delegates wanted to know how could they now help bush get the vice presidential nomination we were lost 
we're looking for direction now i know you want us to sit back i did i didn't know that yeah and i think that's 
the thing to do and i don't i don't mean it to be coy or i don't mean it to be but there are others you know that 
have campaigns going and hey you got three 
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campaigns going and hey you got three people to call and believe me we've done none of that and i can't tell 
you how much i appreciate you're wanting to do something but i can't i honestly believe the best strategy is 
no strategy bush won't comment on his chances but his aides insist they are pessimistic less than a 30 
percent chance they say that he'll be picked as reagan's running mate david burnington nbc news detroit 
representative jack kemp had his own vice presidential boomlet today as some conservatives rally to him 
four state delegations took preference polls today kemp split with george bush in alabama and utah and 
defeated bush by wide margins in louisiana and virginia the former pro football player would clearly like the 
nomination but says he has not campaigned for it instead kemp has benefited from the seventy five thousand 


dollar war chest of a group called republicans for a victory in haiti they want kemp as vice president and have 
bought campaign paraphernalia for him today they train volunteers to work for kemp endorsements in other 
states but the congressman knows such straw polls don't win the nomination all i think really the decision is 
uh governor reagan's to make and it's that simple lee mccarthy nbc news detroit among the others in 
contention richard luger and howard baker were both highly visible today for different reasons luger the 
indiana senator who's most often mentioned if reagan wants a compromise between the moderates and the 
right address the convention today and really wants the job baker who endorsed luger today spent hours 
telling reporters what he's already told reagan that he is not looking for work my guess is that uh it would be 
extraordinary if you pick someone that didn't want to do it and i don't want to do it and that's what it really 
boils down to so for practical purposes for operational purposes i assume and i think i assume safely but i will 
not be the vice presidential nominee baker would of course 
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nominee baker would of course accept if asked but he's making it hard for reagan to ask him that pleases the 
anti-baker right wing here and makes it possible for the senator to relax and enjoy the convention steve 
delaney nbc news detroit there's a chance that the matter of a reagan running mate could get complicated 
some supporters of senator jesse helms the conservative from north carolina say his name will be placed in 
nomination as a vice presidential candidate if george bush turns out to be reagan's choice helms does not 
disagree he's against bush there was some action outside this hall today as the national organization for 
women along with some delegates to this convention demonstrated against the republican platform's position 
on equal rights namely that support for equal rights is not in the platform robert hager has that story about 12 
000 marks outside the convention angry because the platform committee withdrew the republican party's 
traditional support for the equal rights amendment most were women many dressed in white like the 
suffragette marchers of the early 1900s later national organization for women president eleanor smeal said 
reagan's talk of equal rights without an amendment is double time i'm going to say it again and again and 
again until he gets the whole message you must be foreign some delegates who were at this rally were 
talking about trying to get their own individual state delegations to endorse the equal rights amendment but 
none imagined that the entire convention would ever change the wording of the platform plank on the subject 
robert hager nbc news detroit two of the toughest planks in the new republican platform are those dealing 
with defense and foreign policy conservatives who wrote them are looking ahead to republicans running the 
country and putting what they wrote in the platform into practice marvin kelp has prepared a report for us on 
some of their enthusiasms and plans we can make america great again 
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the reagan battle cry from a political tv commercial displayed here today and funded by the national 
conservative political action committee passionately committed to the notion of military superiority over the 
soviet union the general president carter fired from his korea command thinks it's doable within perhaps two 
to three years the way that it can be done fastest is by a technological end run and this can be done by a 
quick fix in producing a mobile intercontinental ballistic missile behind the political bombast is some hard- 
headed strategic thinking though in the middle east for example top reagan advisers assuming victory in 
november plan to deploy considerable american air and naval power in oman somalia and diego garcia as 
one way of protecting the oil supply lines through the persian gulf they also plan if possible to use the highly 
sophisticated israeli air base at ezion in the sinai also learned here reagan is thinking about democratic 
senator henry jackson of washington as a possible secretary of state marvin kalb nbc news detroit the 
republican platform this year makes a special effort to contain language about more opportunity for blacks 
hispanics inner cities residents and others who are normally treated in democratic party platforms the 
platform language is there but it is not reflected among the delegates ken bode has the details they picked 
detroit mainly as an image building enterprise outreach to minorities and working-class voters the normal 
democratic base but the delegates here are typical of the standard republican mainstream namely white and 


well-off only three percent are black two percent with incomes under twelve thousand dollars older than the 
average in america better educated unemployment in this city is twice the national average but it's not a 
problem on the floor of this convention 
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convention on the bus ride in with the iowa delegation like the rest of this convention they're split on who 
helps reagan most in second spot i would like to see bush myself and why do you think it should be bush oh 
he balances the party a little more i make another conservative just like him i haven't made up my mind yet 
republicans in iowa are a party of small towns in rural america with names like west branch holstein 
humboldt the state is one percent black one black delegate here on the floor the iowans blend in perfectly 
they won't see much of the poverty problem in detroit the planned hospitality here is luxurious visit the 
antique auto collection and the private play room of a local land developer this week's host for the iowa 
delegation the delegates who return to this hall tonight definitely do not match census averages for the entire 
country but like the iowans are probably pretty representative of the republicans back home party of privilege 
that's the image they're trying to shed this week in detroit but these republicans look just about the way 
republican delegates always do ken body nbc news detroit while the delegates in this hall are listening to 
speeches the real shaking and moving takes place away from this building and decisions made away come 
here as orders relayed through a special group of people on the convention floor judy woodruff tells us about 
that it looks as if all the action at this convention is on the floor where the delegates are but the shots are 
actually being called a couple of blocks away on the 68th floor of the detroit plaza hotel from there the 
reagan campaign high command is running the show decisions made about any problems that crop up are 
relayed to a command post just outside the convention hall from inside that post in a house trailer veterans of 
past republican conventions operate red hats are in place the red hats are worn by about a dozen well- 
known congressmen and senators who are available for pro-reagan interviews the yellow hats are worn by 
reagan 
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the yellow hats are worn by reagan regional campaign directors who are scattered around close to important 
state delegations their job is to keep disgruntled delegates from causing any problems tomorrow night for 
example they'll try to keep expected booing of henry kissinger to a minimum we believe in the boy's boy 
scout model be prepared if the nomination were still up for grabs or if floor fights were expected the reagan 
contacts would have their hands full but since all the major problems have already been resolved their 
biggest job is to make sure this convention runs smoothly and to make ronald reagan look as good as 
possible judy woodruff nbc news detroit commentary by david brinkley good evening again from joe lewis 
arena in detroit where the republican party convention is underway this evening session will adopt rules and 
it is adopting the party platform about now and the reagan people expect no serious challenges to anything 
most of the talk among the delegates today was speculation about reagan's choice for a running mate the 
names heard most were george bush congressman jack kemp and senator richard lugar there were reports 
earlier that reagan had offered the spot to former president ford reagan denied that judy woodruff has a 
report after spending the night in the detroit suburbs at the home of a friend former president ford returned to 
the city for a private meeting with reagan the two met in reagan's hotel suite for 45 minutes some of reagan's 
aides had told reporters that he would offer ford the vice presidential slot expecting him to turn it down but 
later reagan said he hadn't made the offer did he make a specific recommendation he did not no he he 
discussed them gave his viewpoint on all of the men who was most impartial about anything of that kind 
reagan or his aid needed any reminder of how much weight ford carries in the republican party they got it last 
night when delegates at the convention cheered 
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when delegates at the convention cheered ford's attack on the democrats to give up on the presidency is to 
give up on america if jimmy carter doesn't feel up to the job he shouldn't be in it reagan aides tried to dismiss 
the fact that ford mentioned reagan's name only twice sources close to ford however say there was a reason 
for it ford is holding back one friend said until he sees who's on the ticket with reagan he's ready to campaign 
enthusiastically for reagan because he wants to get rid of mr carter but friends say first he must know that 
reagan won't turn his back on republican moderates judy woodruff nbc news detroit and today reagan spent 
most of the day meeting small groups of delegates and some individuals he was reported trying to calm the 
fears of moderates who were concerned about his views on various issues and he was getting his advice on 
his advice on his choice of a running mate don oliver spent the day at reagan headquarters watching the 
comings and goings most of the day reagan was in his suite on the 69th floor of the headquarters hotel every 
once in a while one television camera without sound and some still photographers were allowed in to take 
pictures no questions allowed he met with 13 of his economic advisors for what was described as a routine 
briefing down on the lower floors of the hotel where delegates and reagan's operatives were moving around 
you could get almost any speculation you wanted on the vice presidential selection process but no facts i 
have no knowledge of that at this time reagan met with long time congressional supporters they talked about 
the vice presidency no pictures were allowed but the camera was there when reagan sat down to meet with 
republican women leaders some of these women had been furious over the refusal of the platform committee 
to support the equal rights amendment but after a short smiling meeting they said reagan had suggested that 
a 
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they said reagan had suggested that a woman might be just right for a supreme court appointment and that 
he had showed sensitivity to their problems and i believe that the governor in his statement on equal rights 
can send a positive message and it's also my perception that the governor's feelings and sensitivity far 
exceeds that of the platform committee itself reagan's only public appearance of the day was before a 
council of black delegates and alternates where he promised to provide economic opportunity for blacks and 
i know something about the courage it took for some of you to choose our party and to come this way after 
saying he had not offered gerald ford the number two spot on his ticket reagan headed back to his suite for 
the night donna liver nbc news at reagan headquarters nbc news and its affiliated stations polled the 
republican delegates on their choices for running mate for ronald reagan george bush was the clear favorite 
of delegates from the eastern states and he was favored although not by as great a margin in the middle 
west george bush congressman jack kemp of new york state was the first choice in the far west and in the 
south george bush began this year as an opponent of ronald reagan and he became a more confirmed 
opponent as the months went by but today he's a hard-working reagan backer and david burnington reports 
george bush who fought ronald reagan in the primaries today officially became a member of the reagan team 
he joined other leading republicans to rally support for reagan's program before he'd attacked reagan on 
many issues today that was all forgotten there have been reports that nancy reagan does not like bush but 
today they stood side by side later bush was asked about his old disputes with reagan and to go back and 
rehash events from six months ago four months ago it's just not what i'm gonna do what i'm gonna do is 
emphasize the positive things and continue to do that we had a report that you met with nancy 
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we had a report that you met with nancy reagan last night is there anything you got about as much truth in it 
is a lot of the other reports around there is no truth whatsoever none a nothing direct or indirect so there's 
nothing to it so the deal has not been done if tradition holds bush will know his fate by tomorrow night david 
burrington nbc news detroit the major story remaining at this convention and in fact it's about the only big 
stories over the selection of a running mate for ronald reagan a group of conservatives is worried that reagan 
may pick a running mate with views more moderate than his own and today they were organizing themselves 
to challenge reagan's choice by nominating a candidate of their own a report on that from robert hager north 
carolina's very conservative senator jesse helms has embarked on a stop bush stop baker campaign helm's 
key operative here is a north carolina lawyer tom ellis all we see since we've been here is bush bush bush 


and if a bush or baker is selected we would take it to the floor and place jesse's name and nomination helms 
came here prepared for a fight with a whole truckload full of literature lapel pins posters and organizers six of 
helm senate staff are here uh collect anyone from carter rand men like carter red and tom ellis also have 
financial clout they tapped conservatives for seven and a half million dollars for helm's last campaign and 
plan to raise four million for reagan if the helm's team is satisfied with the vice presidential choice now when 
jimmy carter a liberal was nominated did you hear any media cry for a conservative on his ticket to balance 
the ticket yeah right but no it's only when a conservative approach is being nominated they start all this stuff 
and said oh you must get a moderate and you translate that liberal the threat from helms is not a serious bid 
for the vice presidency but an attempt to influence that

robert hager nbc news detroit the republican right may be enthusiastic about ronald reagan but it has long 
looked on henry kissinger as a target it's never like kissinger the former secretary of state is here and he is 
saying nice things about reagan calling reagan a man fit to conduct this country's foreign affairs a report on 
kissinger's day from marvin kell he's still a star a symbol of past republican glory but not that much of a star 
that reagan would allow himself to be filmed with kissinger they met for almost an hour today part of reagan's 
effort to douse what he termed brush fires then at a jam news conference reminiscent of his days in power 
kissinger said with no obvious trace of condescension that reagan if elected would behave responsibly and 
prudently and that his views and reagan's are now compatible so would kissinger accept a job in a reagan 
administration kissinger left things diplomatically wide open the positions that a president offers depend on 
many uh factors his confidence his compatibility the mix of his administration all of which he cannot know 
until after the election kissinger's support of reagan is obviously reluctant based in part on reservations about 
the candidates policies towards china and russia and the notion of military superiority resurrected at this gop 
convention but kessinger does not want to close the door on reagan or a possible job he addresses the gop 
convention tonight expecting to hear a chorus of hearty boos from ultra conservatives who passionately 
disagree with his old policy of dayton with russia marvin calve nbc news detroit senator charles percy tried 
today to take a plank out of the republican platform one he described as the worst single plank he had ever 
seen percy couldn't get enough delegates to agree with him and he lost a report from 
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agree with him and he lost a report from lee mccarthy senator charles percy wanted the illinois delegation to 
strike out part of a plank which calls for the appointment of judges who respect traditional family values and 
innocent human life i don't call this an anti-abortion motion now percy opposes the language because he 
says it makes the selection of judges a political issue representative thomas railsback has a different reason i 
don't want to give the democrats or even the media the opportunity to take on ronald reagan and then portray 
him or other republicans as some kind of a right-wing monster on the other side is representative henry hyde 
who says the courts are too permissive now only look at this and see if parents haven't got a right haven't got 
a right to be concerned about it and ask for judges who respect traditional american family values the whole 
debate was too much for representative edward durwinsky that this entire platform procedure is a bunch of 
nonsense we'd be better off but we didn't have a platform and we just elected a president the moderates led 
by percy and railsback were defeated by a three to one margin the eyes are 75 the nose are 27. lee 
mccarthy nbc news detroit mrs gerald ford is an ardent backer of both era and legalized abortion today she 
warned that the republicans could lose the election this november because of their opposition to both mrs 
ford said we are treading on dangerous ground just like 1964. most of the people gathering on the floor of the 
jolie lewis arena here in detroit tonight are reagan delegates and they couldn't be happier everything's been 
going their way but there are a few here who are a little glum the candidate they wanted isn't here and 
platform planks they wanted got voted down the story of one such disappointed 
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the story of one such disappointed delegate from linda ellerbe [Music] the illinois delegation and one person 
some people think of as the peck's bad girl of the delegation this is a rabble rouser no this is jean bradner a 
republican worker for 25 years who's about to leave the party if she has to back in illinois bradner 49 and the 
mother of three ran john anderson's campaign she and 23 others were elected as anderson delegates when 
anderson quit the party she did not she came to detroit as a moderate republican prepared to go with reagan 
she was not prepared for the platform her party adopted we are holding hostage our possible support of 
ronald reagan to some moderation in the platform and some moderation within the party itself today when 
the illinois delegation met to vote on era abortion aid to cities and judicial appointments bradner made a 
strong plea may i submit to you that dissent stifled in the name of unity can only fester and destroy she lost in 
the illinois caucus so tomorrow night right here gene bradner plans to vote for john anderson and not for 
ronald reagan and not for unity i have to say the republican party is dead and this is a new party which ought 
to be called something else we believe they are saying to us we don't want you we don't need you go away 
linda ellerbee nbc news detroit john chancellor and commentary by david brinkley good evening from detroit 
where a mighty effort is underway tonight to get former

ronald reagan ford has so far refused although some of the republican party's biggest names are urging him 
to run on the theory that a reagan ford combination would be the best the party could offer senior republicans 
are pressing their case the former president is still listening but his position is that he doesn't want to run he 
and reagan talk this afternoon if ford continues to decline many signs point to george bush as reagan's 
choice although congressman jack kemp is still in the running don oliver spent the day with reagan we find 
reagan about where we left him yesterday fielding questions about gerald ford as his possible running mate 
well i've told you so often no one's ruled in and no one's ruled out president ford is talking about that well his 
last statement was rather definite to me about it is it true you have there's a lot of informed speculation in 
detroit that centers on george bush with jack kemp still the darling of the conservatives here it just happened 
that both of them were at reagan's table at a luncheon today bush to his left and kemp to his right some 
observers thought the seating arrangement a terrible thing due to politicians whose fate rests with the man in 
the middle music relieved the strained moments the people at this lunch were all members of teams that 
have gone around to state delegations here this week speaking on reagan's behalf by golly we're united and 
that just makes us a better audience for what's going to happen in a couple of weeks in new york while we 
watch the others leaving lunch more questions about gerald ford and the same answers 
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gerald ford and the same answers at mid-afternoon there were a flurry of rumors that bush and reagan would 
meet privately at the joe lewis arena when they both came here to check facilities for their speeches but by 
the time reagan arrived bush had come and gone then two evening appearances were abruptly cancelled so 
reagan could return to his suite and resume the meetings on a running mate don oliver nbc news at the 
reagan headquarters gerald ford has many reasons for not wanting to run for vice president his wife doesn't 
want him to he is 67 years old and in happy and profitable retirement he has not been a friend of ronald 
reagan's and if he ran he'd have to move out of california on the other hand if he did run and the republicans 
won he would again be back in active politics judy woodruff covered mr ford today after reportedly agreeing 
late last night to reconsider the vice presidential offer ford was up early this morning for a meeting with 
magazine editors he wasn't talking about what he might do a few hours later he conceded that he and 
reagan had discussed the situation they're all good friends of mine and we're doing a little talk but after lunch 
mr ford continued to deny any change in his decision my opinion now is as it has been for the last six weeks 
and i have no reason whatsoever to change meanwhile politicians and advisors close to ford were meeting 
on the 70th floor of the detroit plaza hotel dropping hints that they were trying to talk forward into accepting 
reagan's offer well i don't know whether it's all just a dream or not but uh i certainly think that a reagan four 
ticket would be a dream ticket reagan aides say ford agreed to reconsider the number two spot on the ticket 


on the condition that he'd be given more authority once in office as vice president one source said ford asked 
to be made a sort of assistant president but at the same time ford was reported to be doubtful that any 
promise reagan made now would

that any promise reagan made now would be made good later however ford did meet for more than half an 
hour late this afternoon with eight men members of congress and his close advisers who pressured him to 
accept the offer reagan is known to want ford very much both because he feels uncomfortable with george 
bush who his advisors tell him is his only realistic alternative and because he believes a reagan ford ticket is 
the gop's best hope for november judy woodruff nbc news detroit bush who was reagan's most successful 
opponent in the primaries is behaving here in detroit like someone waiting to be noticed by santa claus very 
much on his best behavior when asked what his strategy is to win the second place on the ticket with reagan 
bush says our strategy is no strategy and it could work david burnington has the bush story all day long fresh 
rumors swirled around george bush he was out he was in bush insisted he knew nothing but he told his 
delegates from michigan where he won his biggest primary victory that he was definitely still available but

looked over facilities at the convention hall and denied he'd had any further contact with reagan he headed 
off for a haircut then over to reagan's hotel not for a meeting but for some jogging before his speech tonight

conservative republicans here in detroit and we'll have their story after this as we've reported there were 
many rumors today that ronald reagan had picked george bush as his running mate that upset some of the 
conservative republicans here george bush is in favor of the equal rights amendment and despite the fact 
that he is deeply conservative some conservatives think he would hurt the republican cause and they held a

nomination for president on his third try mrs reagan is the consummate political wife usually at her husband's 
side seen and not heard but for the past three days she's been venturing out on her own she paid a visit to 
the california 
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she paid a visit to the california delegation i really just came by to say hello i didn't mean to she defended 
reagan and the republican party stand against the equal rights amendment i don't think they turned away 
from the equal rights amendment many people think they did well i think then they must not understand and 
at today's luncheon for republican women she joked about reagan's choice for vice president and you may 
know that my husband likes jelly beans he always says that he ran the state of california on jelly beans so we 


decided that the criteria would be who could eat the most jelly beans that would be who would be vice 
president although the soft-spoken mrs reagan appears to take a back seat to her husband in all things 
political those close to the reagan camp say her husband takes her advice very seriously and if people find 
that hard to believe they're reminded that nancy reagan used to be an actress carol simpson nbc news

was to put behind them last night's efforts to get former president gerald ford to run with reagan and to get 
started on a campaign to defeat the man in the white house now jimmy carter don oliver reports george and 
barbara bush on their way to their first meeting with the reagan since the running mate announcement was 
made i feel very honored to be on the ticket with ronald reagan second choice i feel honored that i would be 
selected to be on the ticket with ronald reagan and i'm going to work hard to see that 
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and i'm going to work hard to see that he's elected the president of the united states for the next few months 
or perhaps years the bush's lives will be controlled by the demands of the reagan organization bush asked 
what's next reagan's chief of staff ed meese advised that bush should be in los angeles next wednesday for 
meetings on campaign strategy the couples rode together to the convention center for a presidential size 
news conference many questioners ignored bush and inquired as to why no deal had been struck with 
president ford was it the role reagan wanted ford to play as vice president the decision finally that came 
down was not one of difference over what that role might be it was just the feeling that he had expressed to 
me in the first conversation and that had never left him that instinctively that it was not the right thing to do 
and that he could be more valuable in another capacity voice said he didn't feel slighted that president ford 
had been the obvious first choice there's a very unique standing that president ford has and uh what 
difference does it make i mean it's irrelevant reagan's acceptance speech tonight will feature an attack on the 
carter administration it will be general in tone with few specifics on programs except in the field of equal 
rights whereas asap two equal rights amendment supporters he will talk about what he would do for women 
if elected don oliver nbc news with the reagan campaign detroit is full of politicians and reporters today 
asking what happened last night ronald reagan and a lot of high-ranking republicans were asking gerald ford 
to run with reagan and for hours last night a lot of people believed he would but he didn't and in a stunning 
last minute decision reagan picked bush the story really begins last month as we just heard ronald reagan 
say when reagan called on ford in palm springs and asked him if he'd go on the ticket ford said no then but 
reagan brought it up again here in detroit on tuesday and ford said maybe if the job of vice 
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and ford said maybe if the job of vice president can be made more important douglas kiker picks the story up 
there there couldn't have been a more theatrical setting for this high political drama luxurious suites atop the 
detroit plaza hotel not exactly a run-of-the-mill smoke-filled rooms there a group of republican party barons 
told reagan tuesday night the ticket needed ford reagan said sound him out yesterday afternoon they did ford 
didn't say yes but he didn't say no he left the impression maybe under certain conditions at 5 15 a ford 
reagan face-to-face meeting on specifics the former president said in effect let me think about it 7 p.m 
interviewed on cbs mr ford gives the strong impression he's going to do it if his demands are met i would not 
go to washington walter and be a figurehead vice president back at the hotel reagan and forward lieutenants 
including henry kissinger were working to negotiate an agreement details vary but both sides agree mr ford 
was insisting on being granted unprecedented power for a vice president some sources say these included 
control of appointments to the national security council and the office of management and budget veto power 
over cabinet appointments and the role as chief liaison with congress during these negotiations ronald and 
nancy reagan were watching the nomination on television in their suite one floor above gerald and betty ford 
were doing the same thing sixty-five floors below reagan press secretary lynn nafsiga was telling reporters 
no deal yet [Applause] but this was not the word the delegates were getting on the convention floor the rumor 
there more and more being accepted as fact was a deal has been made it's a reagan ford ticket looks pretty 
good now for reagan four tickets i think so especially since some of the network interviews i'm never 
surprised by anything in politics it'd be stupendous and at a bar at his hotel a block away george bush told 
friends he was out of the running had a night cap and went to bed but the deal had not been made far from it 
a 10 minute meeting at 11 15 according to the reagan version 
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15 according to the reagan version reagan said he could not agree to the forward demands ford says he just 
walked down and told reagan it will not work it was all off but the crowd in the hotel lobby didn't know it they 
were waiting for ford and reagan to come walking out together arm in arm on their way to the convention hall 
and at 11 37 reagan called and george bush got the surprise of his life and ronald reagan was forced to go 
before the convention after midnight and straighten things out douglas kiker nbc news detroit in a minute in 
an exclusive television interview we'll hear some of what gerald ford had to say about that sequent sequence 
of events that after this this afternoon here in detroit i interviewed former president ford and he told me of the 
sequence of events which led him to consider and then decline ronald reagan's offer of a place on the 
republican ticket a sequence of events which involved the consideration of enlarging the responsibilities of 
the vice president in what appear to have been some specific areas of government mr president let me read 
you a list of things that word is going around town that you asked for i'm not saying you asked for it i'm 
saying this is a list of things that people have put out here in detroit that you had asked for the power to 
select the staff of the national security council to select the director of the office of management and budget 
to have several seats on the domestic council and a veto on cabinet appointments now can we deal with 
these specifically john i don't want to get into the nuts and bolts of specifics in general many of those things 
were under discussion i made no demands what we were seeking to do was to work with governor reagan's 
staff so that we could accomplish a workable meaningful vice presidency and at the same time maintain the 
total responsibility integrity and authority 
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integrity and authority of the present now in one way or another some of those things are what the 
negotiators were trying to do but i don't think it's appropriate for me to get into yes this know that then we 
come to 11 o'clock in the evening you walk down the stairs one stir and he went in and saw him and may i 
ask sir what did you say to him i said governor despite all our efforts and despite the forthcoming attitude 
you've had i must say that in my judgment my original conclusion was right and i ask you not to consider me 
as your running mate and what was his response said jerry i respect your decision i reiterated my support it 
was a very short meeting but that's about to summon substance mr ford also said with great emphasis that 


he never considered anything like a co-presidency that nothing in his thoughts would have encroached on 
the fundamental powers of the president and he said if there had been more time things might have turned 
out differently one of those negotiating for him was henry kissinger who talked about the time factor today 
with david brinkley tell me as specifically as you can what finally brought the brought it to an end in my 
observation it got down to the point that the reagan people were convinced that so many stories were out 
that it couldn't wait overnight a deadline was developing that nobody had saw it uh ford would have liked to 
have the night to sleep on it it wasn't possible then anymore to have the detailed discussions that were 
needed and at that point it sort of petered out 
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with goodwill really on both sides and with a sort of a sad feeling on my side it was quite literally something 
that another four hours of discussion could have settled ford did not want to be just used in the election he 
wanted to contribute to governor he asked for a definition of how his input would be institutionalized that is at 
what point he would participate in the decision-making process and how because it's easy enough to say 
you'll be taken seriously but when you go to a meeting and something has to be decided if you haven't had 
any staff work of your own you're just the kids and the right to express an opinion does not mean you have 
any real influence and so george bush who thought he'd be a bridesmaid turns out to be the bride many 
people thought bush was the right choice all along including 47 percent of the delegates we polled here at 
the convention but his new prominence is somewhat flawed by the fact that he was so obviously reagan's 
second choice ken bode has been watching all this and reports on the effect bush is likely to have on the fall 
campaign that was about as unified there's no political rule for picking vice presidents if your strongest 
supporters are really irritated with a choice you're probably winning new votes rule number two don't go to 
your strength reagan needs no help in the west and bush won't help in the south but no one on the final list 
did help in the south and bush has other geographic strengths state geography has to be weighed rather 
heavily in this particular decision george bush ran strongly in pennsylvania and he's very well liked in the in 
the great lakes stakes states additionally he brings some strength to the ticket in texas as the delegates 
absorbed last night's 
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as the delegates absorbed last night's shock waves and hotel lobbies and bars today reagan political 
operatives strongly emphasize bush's assets number one compared to reagan he's young and moderate 
he'll help with the white suburbanites who might otherwise have drifted off to anderson he may also help 
elect congressional moderates i think down in congress we can pick up 35 seats perhaps and maybe they 
can pick up enough in the senate to get the majority hard-line conservatives don't like him but he'll try to 
modify them by embracing the platform they wrote and he has experience experience in washington and 
foreign affairs both of which reagan lacks they're trying to make the most of second choice no question about 
that but last night's dream ticket of a reagan ford co-presidency might have become a political novelty by 
election day and voters might have wondered whether ronald reagan truly understands the power of the 
american presidency if he gave away great chunks of the office before he even won it ken bodie nbc news 
detroit some delegates here regard bush as not conservative enough as ken bode has just pointed out they 
met throughout the day and considered challenging bush's selection tonight their plan was to put up senator 
jesse helms of north carolina against bush late this afternoon things were a little bit confused we're not sure 
what's going to happen but helms had been given permission to address the convention tonight president 
carter telephoned ronald reagan this morning congratulated him and then challenged him to a series of 
debates carter in talking with reporters made some comments about the republican ticket a report on that 
from john palmer who was with the president today as he campaigned in florida mr carter who ended his 
week-long vacation today with several public appearances in jacksonville and hollywood florida had this 
appraisal of the reagan bush ticket i think he got a very good ticket i called governor reagan this morning 
when he woke up and congratulated him on his nomination i told him i was sure that the convention would go 
along with his 
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convention would go along with his recommendation for vice president uh pointed out that it would be good 
for us both if we could have a series of debates around different sections of the country i think at least three 
or four and let our views be expressed clearly to the american people he said that sounded like a good idea 
to him mr carter called the gop ticket formidable but evaded the question of whether the republican ticket 
would be harder to beat if former president ford had been in the second spot later reporters asked about the 
president's brother billy who has admitted accepting more than two hundred thousand dollars from the libyan 
government i think it was a regrettable uh thing to have happened as you know billy uh leads a life of his own 
i didn't know about it and he did not confide in me about his uh activities i just hope that he didn't get hurt too 
badly mr carter said he had learned of his brother's involvement with libya just a few days ago and 
immediately urged him to cooperate with the justice department carter campaign aides are hoping that the 
political damage done to the president can be minimized john palmer nbc news with president carter in 
hollywood florida senator edward kennedy reached at his home in virginia made no comment on the new 
republican ticket the independent candidate john anderson in london winding up his european and mideast 
five country tour did have a comment and we have a report on what he said from bob jameson that's it 
though he spent the day meeting with prime minister margaret thatcher and other government and opposition 
leaders anderson didn't miss a chance to criticize ronald reagan and his choice of a running mate outside 
number 10 downing street uh that ticket inspires me more than ever to go back home to the united states 
and to resume my campaign there for the presidency as an independent and a speech to the royal institute 
of international affairs i think mr reagan mr bush are elected i think salt 2 is going to go into the deep freeze i 
think we are in for a 
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i think we are in for a renewed arms race i think it will be a long time before those talks are resumed and i 
think to the peril of the future of all of us during a meeting with british and american reporters republican 
moderates moderates uh of any persuasion are going to realize that it is really mr reagan and his element of 
the party that are running things and uh i don't think that it will add that much to the ticket as for his own 
running mate anderson says he will announce his choice in four to six weeks but there is concern in the 
campaign that unless anderson does better in the polls it may be difficult for him to get a running mate of 
stature bobchain was on nbc news with the anderson campaign in london in ohio a federal judge today 
ordered that john anderson's name be put on ohio's november ballot the judge declared the law setting a 
march 20th deadline for filing petitions to be unconstitutional ohio officials said they probably will appeal 
asked reporters today not to remind him of all his old differences with ronald reagan now that he's changed 
from reagan's chief adversary to his running mate but there have been differences as fred briggs points out 
george bush was still a presidential candidate when he arrived in detroit he didn't release his delegates until 
this week encouraging technically i ceased to become a candidate on monday of this week and now the man 
who said he was never interested in the number two spot on the ticket waited around to see if it would be 
offered to him his differences with governor reagan was substantial the equal rights amendment i voted for it 
and i made the right vote i don't believe in the amendment and abortion and i don't want to change the 
supreme court decision to to outlaw abortion i believe that interrupting a pregnancy is the taking of a human 
life honest disagreements was how bush characterized these issues but for both men there was the lingering 
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but for both men there was the lingering memory of the celebrated debate in nashua new hampshire bush 
wanted reagan one on one reagan wanted other republicans included i sure wish i'd handle that differently 
this week bush was doing the proper things to join the reagan ticket releasing his delegates attending 
functions appearing with mrs reagan playing down past differences with her husband and all the while 
hearing rumors about reagan's choice being luger rumsfeld kemp ford and learning that ford was more than 
a rumor finally the call from reagan george bush in most of the primaries had been the voters second choice 
now he was raking on the way to his hotel tuesday bush bought a raffle ticket for a new car mark iv but i 


never won anything fred briggs nbc news detroit reagan and george bush the republican nominees for 
president and vice president were still in detroit today bush saying he would not seek an enlarged role as 
vice president reagan saying the party is now united don oliver reports [Applause] [Music] ronald reagan 
says the republicans have never had a better convention he wounded up last night with a rousing roast of the 
carter administration can anyone look at the record of this administration and say well done can anyone 
compare the state of our economy when the carter administration took office with where we are today and 
say keep up the good work can anyone look at our reduced standing in the world today and say let's have 
four more years of this reagan lingered in detroit for a day so he and his new running mate could say thank 
you to those they count on to work hard for them in the campaign ahead it is a dream come true reagan told 
the meeting of the republican national committee the party 
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republican national committee the party is united george bush once reagan's foe now his ally said there 
never really was dissension in the party just competition i really don't ever remember a primary process or 
committee days or anything else where the party has been as unified in the past as it is today and so we've 
maybe been trying to repair something that wasn't broke on his way to another thank you meeting in the 
hotel reagan ran into his son mike and grandson cameron it was said later the tv lights prompted cameron's 
response reagan and his running mate fly to houston tomorrow for a rally in bush's adopted hometown then 
a few days of rest before beginning strategy meetings in los angeles done oliver nbc news with the reagan 
campaign in detroit [Applause] this was joe lewis arena last night just before the final gavel of the republican

a reply to the republican national convention senator edward kennedy commented on various republican 
speakers who used kennedy's own words in criticizing president carter when republicans invoke my criticism 
they are only capitalizing on a correct assessment of our national crisis in reality the way to hand this election 
to ronald reagan on a silver platter is for democrats to cling to the fool's gold of failing policies for his part 
president carter concentrated on the republicans today he told representatives of girls nation that the equal 
rights amendment which reagan has called unnecessary should be approved it prohibits discrimination 
because you're a woman i think the equal rights amendment ought to be ratifying that's one of the 
controversial divisive issues that must finally be addressed not by government exactly but by private citizens 
who bring their influence to bear on government later the white house was more direct in criticizing reagan it 
produced alan campbell director of the office of personnel management to answer reagan's call for a federal 
hiring freeze he apparently is not aware that we are currently in a federal hiring freeze 
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are currently in a federal hiring freeze which is the third such freeze that we've had since president carter 
took office carter aides say today's technique of having government bureaucrats respond to governor reagan 
rather than the president himself is a routine that will be used many times during the long campaign john 
palmer nbc news at the white house bill brock was elected today to a third term as chairman of the 
republican national committee some republican conservatives have tried to get brock out of that job but in a 
meeting of the committee today he was nominated by one of ronald reagan's operatives in a show of party 
unity congressman john anderson says unnamed european leaders he visited are concerned about ronald 
reagan's quote materialistic approach to foreign policy should reagan be elected president anderson who 
spoke on abc this morning returned friday from a trip to europe that if it did nothing else kept him in the 
headlines throughout the republican national convention bob jamison travels with anderson and here is his 
report they took the pictures on this trip that john anderson wanted the voters back home to see anderson 
going to the hospital to call on israeli prime minister bagan discussing the peace process with egyptian 
president anwar sadat exploring soviet western relations with german chancellor helmut schmidt meeting 
british prime minister margaret thatcher images gathered in the hope they would add credibility to anderson's 
independent campaign and get him attention during the republican convention i felt that it was very important 
to my campaign in framing the speeches that i will be making on foreign policy in the coming months to have 
the absolutely up-to-date current perceptions the meetings with middle east and european leaders took up 
only five hours of his 11 day trip anderson filled out the rest of his schedule with sightseeing the pyramids the 
berlin wall and hot criticism of president carter and ronald reagan some of his sightseeing a trip to arab east 
jerusalem annexed by israel in 1967 
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east jerusalem annexed by israel in 1967 got him into trouble for some time anderson has advocated moving 
the u.s embassy to jerusalem as a final step in the peace process he repeated that pledge here that left the 
israelis with the impression he favored their control of jerusalem this angered the arabs even moderate 
palestinians refused to meet anderson egyptian newspapers called him a meddler newspapers at home 
accused him of shameless ethnic politicking anderson has been on the defensive ever since i'm not against 
the arabs no i made a statement in jerusalem i am very much in favor of palestinian rights and i serve visited 
with the leader of the largest most important arab country in the world egypt despite the controversy 
anderson considered the trip a success but his biggest problem here was the same one he confronts at 
home while there was much interest in his campaign few people here took it seriously anderson was treated 
as only slightly more important than a junketing congressman in israel the dinner in his honor was hosted by 
the justice minister whose last official dinner party had been for jane fonda europeans seemed bemused by 
the american presidential campaign and disdainful of the candidates after meeting anderson one member of 
parliament said if god had meant for the americans to have a president he would have given them 
candidates wouldn't he bob jameson nbc news london came to texas and on the way he stopped in 
henderson kentucky judy woodruff reports from there mr carter flew to southern indiana then drove across 
the state line to henderson kentucky after telling reporters he didn't want to comment about calls for an 
investigation into his brother billy's activities as an agent for libya meanwhile a white house spokesman said 
it was quite proper for the president's national security adviser dr brzezinski to recommend a lawyer to billy 
carter although the taxpayers will pay for much of this trip the main reason for making it was to raise money 
for the fall campaign the democrats are lagging behind the republicans in fundraising and mr carter aimed to 
put some 800 
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and mr carter aimed to put some 800 thousand dollars into democratic party coffers through fundraisers like 
this one in remarks of the democratic contributors he made it plain he hopes the failed iranian hostage raid 
won't count against his record as a peacetime president we are part of the believes in peace and i thank god 
that during this term of mine we've not had a single young american lose his life in combat and i pray god 
that when i go out of office in the white house we'll keep that record in time the president said he has no 
doubt that in november the democrats can whip the republicans right and left judy woodruff nbc news 


robards kentucky we have a new nbc news associated press poll taken last friday and saturday after the 
republican convention a poll of more than eighteen hundred adults around the country over a thousand of 
them people likely to vote next november they rendered a decisive judgment on the idea of former president 
ford serving as vice president again an idea raised at the convention by two to one the idea is rejected as 
impractical by more than one thousand likely voters we asked people how they vote if the election were held 
today fifty 55 percent said reagan 24 said carter 15 said anderson a 31 point lead for ronald reagan a big 
gain over his previous standing at the same time four out of ten of the people we polled said they haven't 
made up their minds yet and almost half of our respondents think it was wrong for the president's brother 
billy to take two hundred and twenty thousand dollars in the government of libya forty nine percent believe it 
was wrong well fifteen percent don't think it was improper amid all of this talk about an open democratic 
convention a top official with a kennedy campaign today said if the president cannot push through a 
convention rule requiring his delegates to vote for him on the first ballot mr carter won't be nominated 
however as 
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mr carter won't be nominated however as bob kerr reports the kennedy people aren't sure kennedy could get 
the nomination either it was a good show at their cape cod home as the kennedys entertained about 25 of 
the senator's convention delegation chairman but behind the scenes aides reacted with concern to reports 
that top union officials were considering efforts to dump both president carter and senator kennedy earlier at 
a strategy session there was talk of edginess among some democratic senators and congressmen about 
president carter or kennedy leading the ticket but kennedy's top spokesman here said he believes the 
senator is benefiting by any movement away from mr carter though another kennedy aide admits it's too 
soon to tell there did not seem to be any slippage among kennedy's new england delegates at a rally this 
afternoon when congresswoman barbara mikulski mentioned rumors about alternative candidates and when

plan strategies for the republican campaign dan blackburn reports from los angeles billy carter's current 
problems will not be a campaign issue for ronald reagan and george bush at least not right away the reagan 
bush team plans to watch the senate investigation run its course while the democrats do meanwhile their top 
aides are charting the tactical direction of the fall campaign richard worthland reagan's political strategist 
says some aspects already are clear an incumbent president has to run on his record and if that is the case 
and if we can keep the american voters attention in that area we will beat jimmy carter in the fall carter is the

the carter administration very heavily when the circumstances indicate that that's justified one point made not

democratic party appear desperate bob kerr nbc news at the capitol the most visible sign of how worried the 
white house is about the talk of finding an alternative to the president came late this afternoon with the 
release here of a letter from vice president mondale whose name is one of those most prominently 
mentioned mondale told a minnesota congressman who expressed interest

that they don't jump ship aides insist that any slippage in the president's support has been minimal but they 
say they are not taking any chances the president himself made no mention of politics and his only public 
appearance of the day a session with farm leaders and his aides are telling reporters that while mr carter 
may get as one footed bloodied up a bit at the convention he will still emerge as the nominee even so his 
advisers are nervous that the panic spreading among house democrats could spread to convention 
delegates members of congress themselves can't affect who gets the nomination aides hear say but 
because of the publicity they generate and what aids call the outside possibility that there may be further 
damaging information from the billy carter affair no one here is resting easy judy woodruff nbc news the white 
house the latest harris poll showed carter with a smaller approval rating and the lowest ratings telling for his 
three predecessors in the oval office and the latest california poll measuring opinion in the country's most 
populous state shows that if the election were held today in california president carter would come in third 
after ronald reagan and john anderson and in washington the dump carter forces were getting organized as 
his friends were defending him bob jameson reports 
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although the committee for an open convention doesn't officially begin operation until tomorrow a hastily 
assembled staff was already at work today contacting convention delegates what appeared to be a modest 
effort today takes on more significance tomorrow when prominent democrat and washington attorney edward 


bennett williams begins directing the dump carter movement williams at odds with the president almost since 
his inauguration has been working privately to open the convention to another choice williams has 
approached the kennedy campaign asking that the senator release his delegates and he has been pushing 
the idea of a jackson kennedy ticket headed by his longtime friend senator henry jackson but has found little 
enthusiasm for that secretary of state edmond muskie meanwhile bristled today at reporters suggestions he 
had left an escape hatch in his statement of support for the president muskie said his commitment to remain 
secretary of state is firm the same is true of my commitment to president carter now if instead of trying to put 
your words in my mouth you will concentrate on what i have just said you'll have an answer to every question 
which is trembling on your lips and congressman morris udall was equally if humorously unequivocal if 
nominated i will run for the mexican border and if elected i will fight extradition the president's campaign 
director robert strauss ridiculed the open convention committee as mostly public relations and besides straus 
said after the primaries calling for an open convention is like cheating on your wife and calling that an open 
marriage bob jamison nbc news the white house many politicians are saying this week that should the 
convention turn away from carter and that is by no means certain the delegates will not turn to senator 
edward kennedy the kennedy people don't see it that way bob kerr has their story an aide describes kennedy 
as delighted campaigning again as jimmy carter sinks to an all-time low in the polls and faces growing 
pressure to open the convention i would certainly think there'll be such pressure among the working 
members of the democratic party that he'll have to 
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the democratic party that he'll have to yield to it an open convention is Kennedy's last chance he figures that 
if carter delegates are not forced to support the president many won't kennedy strategists believe that only 
10 percent of mr carter's delegates are fiercely loyal and that another 10 percent are simply auntie kennedy 
but among the other 80 percent the kennedy people figure there are enough potential kennedy votes to give 
him the nomination nbc news figures kennedy needs about 430 additional delegates kennedy's national 
political director paul kirk says his best ammunition is that candidate carter if he is the nominee is not 
electable the jackson muskie or mondale alternatives possible say kennedy's people but all three could be 
made to appear as last-minute creations of party bosses and they'd be starting way behind kennedy who has 
about 1200 delegates two weeks ago even some kennedy campaign workers were calling their national 
headquarters fantasyland they don't call it that anymore bob kerr nbc news with the kennedy campaign in 
washington couple of the year appeared together in washington today senator edward kennedy and 
independent presidential candidate john anderson it may not have been planned for that but their meeting 
did produce a lot of publicity one topic of conversation was the presidential debates earlier today kennedy 
called ronald reagan about a debate if kennedy is the nominee and reagan said it would be all right with him 
here's more from tom pettitt the two candidates met with each other privately in kennedy's office and then 
with photographers kennedy on the left anderson on the right kennedy initiated the meeting of two men each 
wanting the other to quit it was the biggest political media event since gerald ford said no to ronald reagan 
and john anderson almost almost made a political deal with kennedy how did this political odd couple get 
together at all my aides to the two men met in boston on 
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aides to the two men met in boston on monday and thought it would be a great idea it was great for pictures 
kennedy wants to prove that he would be a better man against reagan than carter that if anderson would just 
agree to drop his independent candidacy should kennedy be nominated well should a different decision 
emerge out of the democratic convention uh in uh in august it would only be prudent for one like myself who 
believes very much in the two-party system to perhaps consider what my position then would be but in 
politics that's called a definite maybe no deal was made they said anderson got a pledge that kennedy if 
nominated would stop the democratic national committee from obstructing anderson should i gain the 
democratic nomination i would instruct the democratic national committee to halt using its limited resources 
to block uh his uh candidacy on the various state ballots across this country we may be seeing something 
here of political importance but then again we may only be seeing two candidates trying to use each other on 


national television what do these pictures mean together you're the interpreter we'll watch it tonight well it 
means anderson would like to get kennedy supporters if kennedy loses it means kennedy would like to get 
anderson supporters if he quits and it means the two men look attractive standing next to each other tom 
pettit nbc news capitol hill washington earlier this week connecticut governor ella grasso broke with president 
carter and called for an open convention at which the democratic delegates would be free to vote their choice 
but today she changed her mind and said she is for the rule which would bind the delegates and in 
washington the forces for an open convention were getting organized and the man in charge is edward 
bennett williams the famous trial lawyer bob jameson has that story williams denied that the open convention 
committee is a dump carter movement all he and the congressman with him want

change the picture the only new circumstance williams mentioned was the president's declining standing in 
the polls growing fears among incumbent congressmen that the president will drag them down with him kept 
white house lobbyist busy at the capitol and robert strauss the president's campaign director met for the 
second time this week with congressman to try to calm their re-election jitters and stifle the open convention 
talk this is really a sore losers movement rather than a open convention movement and it's been labeled 
open convention when as a matter of fact it would close the convention strauss got no agreement from ron 
dellums vice chairman of the congressional black caucus who called for an open convention and new york 
mayor ed koch wavered again in his support of president carter koch moving closer to the idea of an open 
convention said vice president mondale secretary of state muskie and senators moynihan and jackson have 
a better chance of carrying his state the president got some good news today several senators reaffirmed 
their support and despite all the talk in washington an nbc news survey of delegates in 35 states found little 
movement away from the president bob jamison nbc news washington michigan is one of the places where 
democrats are preparing to go to the nominating convention in new york and one of the places where there 
are some doubts about jimmy carter's chances of winning the election next november jim cummins has the 
michigan story michigan the state with eleven thousand lakes is sending 141 delegates to the democratic 
national convention last april michigan's democratic caucuses elected 71 delegates for 
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caucuses elected 71 delegates for kennedy 70 for the president detroit mayor coleman young leads the 
carter delegates now there are doubts about the president's strength as a candidate young admits carter 
would lose michigan to reagan if the election were held today but insists he's still holding most of the carter 
delegates in line a good 90 percent of the michigan uh carter delegates you know will stand behind a 
president carter in whatever course he chooses to take bruce newman is among the other 10 percent he's a 
carter delegate from flint michigan who supports an open convention there seems to be some growing 
doubts about whether carter is the best candidate to head up the democratic campaign and indeed even lead 
the country in the 80s newman and other carter delegates here in michigan have been under a lot of 
pressure from kennedy campaign officials to vote for an open convention but in some cases it has backfired 
evangeline stanczyk of traverse city says she got tired of the pressure so she sent a mailgram to kennedy 
telling him off i just told ted kennedy that i thought he was a little immature and that my word was my
